TWENTY LIVES LOST. 


County Bridges Damaged—Narrow 


Escape From Dro-vvning—llyncl- 


man Flooded. 


The rain Thursday night and Friday 


melted the snow on the mountains and 
in the valleys and transformed the 
streams and rivers into turbulent tor- 
rents which did a great deal of damage 
throughout the state. At least a score 
of lives were lost ard property valued 
at many millions of dollars was de- 
stroyed. Ihe less in Allegheny county 
alone is estimated a I $2,500,000. Thons 
ands of workmen were thrown out of 
employment. The Philadelphia North 
American, referring to the reports from 
the flooded districts, says that "collab- 
orated, they form a symposium of dis- 
aster and destruction not equaled, so 
far as the memory of man runneth—

At Bedford the Raystown Branch of 


tbe Juniata was higher than it was al 
the time of the Johnstown flood, but 
some of the oldest inhabitants say the 
pumpkin flood of '47 established a high- 
water mark which has not yet been 
eclipsed. 
On Friday the cellars of 


some of the houses in "Mudtown" 
and "Texas" were fl oded and many 
stables in the eastern end of town met a 
similar fats. 
The water overflowed 


the railroad and the coal yards a short 
distance below the P. R. R station 
and surrounded the electric light plant, 
so that Bedford was in darkness Fri- 
day night. The house recently occu- 
pied by William Heltzell and situated 
just south of Superintendent S. C 
Long's residence was isolated by the 
flood. Mr. Heltzell moved out of the 
building on Thursday and it was un- 
cccupied when the water took posses- 
sion of the cellar and first floor. The 
Raystown Branch spread out over a 
vast area belcw town, extending to the 
railroad on the north and beyond 
Prosser's mill it swept across the pike 
and joined Shover's run. Dunning's 
creek, it is said, was not as high as it 
was on that fatal May day in 1889 
Some other streams throughout the 
county were not as high as then, while 
others were higher and more destruct- 
ive. 


A great deal of damage was done to 


roads, fields and fences in many dis- 
tricts. Of the seven mill dams along 
the streams in Morrison's Cove the one 
at New Enterprise is the only one that 
is intact to-day. Friday's flood tore 
great gaps in their breast-works. Tbe 
dam at Wolfsburg was also damaged 
It was feared that when the thick ice 
came down from Woifsburg it would 
prove to be a besom of destruction, but 
it did very little damage. The large 
timbers used as a footway across the 
stream back of Dunkle's laundry were 
carried away and it looked as if tbe 
footbridge nearby would be broken, 
but it bravely withstood the attack of 
the ice and water. 


Piers of the following bridges were 


damaged: The iron bridge in Bedford 
borough, the "Woy'' and "Burket" 
bridges in West Providence township. 
The abutments of the "Hughes" and 
"Cessna"' bridges in Bedford towdship 
were weakened. Bsth abutments of 
the "Yont" br'dge in Bedford towr- 
ship succumbed when the swiftly mov- 
ing battery of ice struck them. It will 
n quire $400 or 8500 to repair them 
An abutment of the "Jacob Beckley" 
bridge in West St. Clair township was 
wrecked and a new one will cost 8100. 
Tbe "Gooseberry" bridge at Hyndman 
was wrenched from its moorings and 
floated down stream. The abutments 
of the iron bridge at the tannery, 
Hyndman, were torn out. The bridge 
is in the creek and badly wrecked 
The new bridge at Reese's farm, rear 
Hyndman, was moved 200 feet from its 
abutments, which were damaged This 
bridge cost 81,850, the abutments 8626 
It will require 8700 or £300 to put tbe 
two bridges near Hyndman on their 
foundations 
again. 
The abutment 


and one wing wall of the bridge at 
Bird are among the v'etims of th^ 
raging waters. The damage here can te 
repaired for 850. The "Mullin" bridge 
near Mann's Choie», which was ejected 
about eight years ago, ard was 120 feet 
long, did not escape the fury of the 
flood, but was wrecked. Here a new 
superstructure costing from §2 500 to 
83,000 will bi required. This was a 
wooden bridge. All of the 
mentioned were erected by tbe COUD y 
with the exception of the ''Gooseberrr, 
which is a township bridge. The total 
loss is estimated at 86,000. 


At Everett the cellars of many houses 


near the creek were flooded. 


Ira Biddle, the sixteen-year-old son 


of Francis Biddle, of near Beeg'eton, 
had a narrow escape from drownirg 
Friday morning. 
He was riding a 


horse to water when it became fright 
ened and threw its rider into Give 
creek. The boy was carried 300 yards 
down stream, when he managed to 
catch hold of some bushes, to which he 
clung until rescued by his father.

•town nothing serious occurred until 
-about eleven o'clock, wh-n the long 
*tone wall extending from the B & 0. 
8. R bridge westward for a distance 
of about sixty feet broke under th- 
tramendous pressure and diverted ct 
least one-half of the immense volume 
of water from its original course, down 
along the B, & 0. tracks, to the culvert 


in front of George W. Hayman's prop 
erty. 
This culvert was not large 


enough to carry cff one-fourth of the 
amount of water coming toward it, 
and as the railroad tracks are elevated 
at this point, the surp~U8 water rushed 
down Washington street, fbcding tbe 
main business sec ion of town, fi ling 
cellars;and coverirg the first floors of 
dwellings and stores at depths varying 
from one to five feet. 
Thewatfrrufih 


ed with terrific force through this sec 
tion of the town for about six hour-. 
Stores were closed and tbe proprietors 
and clerks were removed in wagons 
and on horseback, the force of the cur- 
rent being too strong for wading. 


J. J. Hoblitz^ll and Sons aid Ei- 


ward W. L;ght, merchants, and Harry 
L Smatherf, proprietor of the Com- 
mercial hotel, were the heaviest indi 
vidual losers, the entire contents cf 
the cellars of their buildings being de- 
stroyed. 
The stores of 0 D. B'si-, 


clothier, Charles R Rhodes & Co , 
druggists, M. H. K-arner, hardware, A 
G. Crabb", jeweler, William Sheavly, 
hardware, and Noel & Thomas, millin- 
ers, were invaded by the watery ele- 
ment, but as all goods in these estab- 
lishments had been moved off 
tie 


floors, no damage was done; but the 
proprietors were cc mpelled to le ck 
their doors and seek safer quarters fo- 
the remainder of the day. The B. & 
0. R. R. bridge at the tannery, one- 
half mile south of the town, was 
greatly damaged; the P. R. R bridge 
and county bridge nearby were de- 
stroyed, also the P R. R. bridge in the 
borough. 


No lives were lest, but several per- 


sons narrowly escaped drowning; no 
houses were destroyed, but an immense 
amount of damage was done to property 
by the destruction of fences and wash 
ouls. The streets in various parts of 
town were nearly destroyed and it may 
be necessary to increase the borough 
taxation to provide sufficient funds for 
repairing the same 


The waters subsided 
about five 


o'clock in the evening, to the great re- 
lief of many of the terrified inhabit- 
ants. 


Tbe large pipes leading from tbe 


reservoir of the Hyodman Water Co. to 
the town were broken at the Will's 
Creek crossing and the town's supply of 
water was cut off, which greatly in- 
creased tbe trt ubles of the community. 
The d;luge was the greatest on record 
here since the days of Noah and will 
never be forgotten by those who wit- 
nessed its destructive force. 


Kev. Ellas D. Shoemaker.

In 1S78 
he was elected register and recorder of 
Bedford county and re-elected at the 
close of his term

In 1891 Rev. 


Shoemaker removed to Philadelphia, 
where he resided until the death sum- 
mons came. About forty years ago he 
was united in marrisga to Miss Emma 
HofEmeier, daughter of the late Rev. 
Charles Hrffmeier, of Colerain town- 
ship.

The fertility of the soil is similar to a 


ank account. A systematic rotation 
j: crops may econom'ze the natural 
ertihty of the soi'; it also tends to im- 
prove the surface of the soil 
System- 


tic rotation helps to free our farms 
rom weeds. By systematic rotation 
•e can improve the texture of our soil. 
It makes the soil hold moisture. To 
llustrate, 100 Ibs. of sand is said to 
contain or hold 22 Ibs. of water snd 
100 Ibs. of clay is able to hold 50 Ibs. of 
water, but 100 Ibs. of humus is able to 
iold 181 Ibs. of water. Hence humus 
.s what we want in our soils. It also 
aas a tendency to destroy injurious in- 
sects in the soil. Again, rotation is a 
necessity to grow a sufficient amount 
of feed on our farms. Rotation of 
four crops: 1, corn; 2, grain. Sow 
to clover and timothy, with alsihe 
clover. Following this we have two 
years of grass. The reason of greater

application of manure to the farm,

•'Peach Culture," by Rev. A. C. Li- 


throp. 
A hill side is all right in some 


cases where the soil is not too dry. A 
good loom soil is to be preferred. A 
rich soil is all right on account of giv- 
ing the trees a good start in order that 
they be hardy to stand cold weather 
and insects. 
The ground should be 


properly prepared before planting. 
The varieties should be late, medium 
and early. Thorough cultivation is the 
great secret of success in raising 
peaches. The fertilization of the tree 
is an important matter; plenty of pot- 
ash is commendable. Another import- 
ant matter is the pruning of the tree. 
The strongestshootsshonldbe cut back. 
The peach has its enemies. The borer 
should be sought after and destroyed. 
On one acre of ground there should 
be planted 108 trees. David Holder- 
baum said that he was most successful 
in raising peaches on the poorest soil. 
The trees were the smallest but the 
fruit was the best. The trees when 
planted should be cut back .to about 18 
inches. 


"Buttermaking on the Farm," by R. 


J. Weld. We want to keep the cows 
clean and also the milk after it is 
drawn. We want to be careful to keep 
the cream in a good, clean atmosphere. 
The separator should be cleaned every 
time we use it, particularly the sepa- 
rator bowl. VI e should put a liberal 
quantity of water with the cream be- 
fore churnirg. 
After the butter is 


churned we should add about one ounce 
of salt to one pound of butter. We 
should use good, clean sprirg water in 
working the butter. We should add 
the salt to butter and let it set about 
three hours and then work tbe butter 
over again. We must depend largely 
on the sense of smell in making good 
butter. 


"Fruit Culture," by Ross A. Sparks. 


The main thing in fruit culture is va- 
rieties. As regards the cultivation of 
the apple orchard, I would, the first 
year, plant in corn followed by clover. 
Mr. Foight thinks the York Imperial 
is the apple for this country. 
Rev. 


David Clapper said that culture was 
most requ'sits in raising an orchard. 
Potatoes are very good to raise in an 
orchard. We should keep our orchard 
clear of grass.

AN IMPORTANT LAW. 


tato Must Rebuild Certain Bridges De- 


stroyed by Flood or Fire. 


Under the act of 1895 the state must 


lay for the rebuilding of all bridges 
destroyed by flood, fire or otherwise 
han of incendiary origin, and the dif- 
erent counties," says the Harrisburg 
'elcgrapli, "are just beginning to grasp 
he situation and are coming to the state 
o ask that old bridges that went down 
n the floods of last fall and this winter 
be rebuilt. Thus far the state has re- 
milt three bridges and is at work on 
another one. One over the Susquehan- 
na at Catawissa cost $82,400 and was 


uilt by the Penn Bridge company, 
which also built the one over the Juni- 
ata river atBirminghauffor$9,500, and 
s engaged in building two over Sugar 
creek, Bradford county, for $26,810. The 


oiiix Bridge company has builf one 


over the Clarion river, at Clarion, at a 
cost of 835,000. Since January 1 there 
have been several requests for the state 
.0 rebuild destroyed bridges, and as 
the process of getting 
the money 


s very simple, it is expected that a 
systematic raid will be made on tbe 
treasury by counties where bridges 
lave given way to the high waters. 
All that is necessary to do in the way 
of having the bridge rebuilt is for the 
county commissioners, through the 
county solicitor, to show that the 
>ridge was so destroyed and ask the 
Dauphin county 
court to appoint 


riewers for the purpose of ascertain- 
ng the character of bridge necessary 
to replace the one destroyed. On the 
report of the viewers the matter is 
called to the notice of the board of 
public property and it advertises for 
rids, the lowest 
responsible bidder 


getting the contract. It is feared that 
the bridge building business will be 
boomed quite considerably at the 
state's expense, but the law is there 
and there is no getting around it.'' 


Unfortunately for Bedford county, 


this law only applies to bridges over 
those streams which have been declarer 
navigable by act of assembly.

of the $2 and 35 values, and some 
slight changes of interest to stamp 
collectors, but the size, designs ant 
colors of the most of the stamps are 
the same as in 1890. True, there have 
been the Columbian, Trans-Mississippi 
and Pan-American series, but these 
were "commemorative" and in use 
only during a limited period. 
The 


regular series stamps were always on 
sale in ccmnection with the specia 
stamps. 


The postoffiee department has re 


quested the bureau to take specia 
pains 'to make the series particularly 
attractive and distinctive. It is sug 
gested that the Pan-American stamps 
were extremely satisfactory from an 
artistic standpoint and the hope is ex 
pressed that the new set may be equal 
ly as fine specimens of American handi 
work. The director of the bureau o: 
engraving and printing has enterei 
into the spirit of the enterprise and i 
may be assumed the designs finally ac 
cepted will represent the very highes 
type of stamp production, both in poin 
of conception and ex ecu tion. It is pro 
posed that everything in connection 
with the series shall be new. New de 
signs for borders will be drawn, new 
shades of color employed and the new 
stamps may even be of different siz 
and shape. The postoffiee departmen 
has requested the bureau to secure new 
portraits and better ones if possible. 


It may have escaped public notice 


but the faces of Franklin, Washingto: 
and Jackson, on the 1, 2 and 3-can 
stamps, are side views, as are also Jet 
ferson and Perry on the 50 cent and 91

CHILD'S APPETITE 


Advice Which Applies To Grown Folk- As 


Well A.H Bables-TlU9 MMisatinu of 


Hanger. 


In the pioper 1,rinsing up of a child 


Idere is nothiu:; al.solutfly more im- 
,xrtant than this one thing—to teach 
:t to eat slowly. 


Every groom knows and observes the 


rule in the care of a horsu that rapid, 
lating is fatal to dija-ition. There are 
1:11 sorts of patent mangers to prevent 
the horse swallowing his oats too 
quickly. The man who has no patent 
manger knows enough, when neces- 
sary, to put a stone in the manger, 
scattering the oats around it, so that 
the horse may be compelled to eat 
slowly. 
If the hu'se's inclination is 


to gulp do%vi) water too fast, the care- 
ful man will put a big sponge in the 
water, compelling slow drinking. 


A child's appetite, when he is al- 


lowed to eat rapidly, is always in ex- 
cess of his actual needs unless the 
child is in bad health. The reason for 
this is extremely simple. 
The child 


craves focd because his body requires 
to manufacture new tissue. 
He is 


growing, and he must not only replace 
the used up tissues that his daily life 
destroys, but he must make new flesh, 
new muscles, new bone and new blood 
every day. adding weight and size. 


The sensation of hunger is not the 


craving of an empty stomach, satisfied 
as scon as the stomach is filled; it is a 
craving that is felt by the nerves all 
over the body. 
This craving cannot 


possibly be satisfied until the stomach 
has begun the work of transforming 
the food into blood, tlosh. muscles, etc.; 
consequently the sens-ation which we 
call hunger persists long after the 
child or grown person has rapidly ab- 
sorbed as much food as it really needs. 


A million foolish parents urge their 


children to eat a great deal and always 
let them eat as much as they want to. 
Yet all of these know that a famished 
man taken off a wreck will eat himself 
to death if allowed to do so. The very 
hungry child goes to the same excess, 
only in a lesser degree. 
The great 


safeguard against that excess in eat- 
ing, which kills 90 per cent of men be- 
fore their time and which accounts for 
99 per cent of children's diseases, is 
slow eating. 


Nearly all children eat too rapidly. 


They do so by nature. Slow eating is 
a matter of education. But too often 
the mother or the nurse teaches the 
child the habit of eating fast. When 
tbe baby is little, it is fed one spoonful 
at a time. Before it has time to half 
chew or even gulp down the first tea- 
spoonful of food another is held to its 
lips. 
Of course it swallows what it 


lias in its mouth and seizes upon the 
next mouthful. The habit thus incul- 
cated by foolish adults often ruins the 


. child permanently. 


four factors count in the healthy as- 


similation of food, factors which par- 
ents and nurses should remember. As- 
suming the food to be properly prepar- 
od, thoroughly cooked aud wisely se- 
lected, there comes, first, the work of 
the teeth, which prepare the food for 
easy digestion; second, the action of 
the saliva, with which the food must 
be thoroughly mixed in order to mini- 
mize the necessary work of the gastric 
juices in the stomach: third, the work 
of the stomach itself; fourth, and most 
important, a proper supply of blood 
and of heat. 


Force your child to chew slowly and 


thoroughly every mouthful. 
If noth- 


ing else will do. compel him at fre- 
quent intervals to lay down bis knife 
aud fork that the importance of pro- 
longed chewing may be impressed upon 
him. 
Dou't allow your child to gulp 


down water or any oilier liquid with 
bis solid food. 
If you allow him to 


drink while he eats, the salivary 
glands will not act. 
They will not 


ntcd to net. for he will bo able to swal- 
low his food easily when it is made 
moist by water. 


You can't do anything to help along 


the unconscious process which goes 
en in the stomach, but you can do ev- 
erything to help that process by at- 
tending to the fourth necessity, which 
demands blood and the heat of the 
blood in the stomach. Allow no child 
after eating to take violent exercise, 
to study or even to road an exciting 
brok. The brain has first call upon 
the service of the heart, and as soon 


1 
as the brain is excited the blood leaves 
the stomach and goes to the head. ThP 
muscles also when too violently ex- 
erted draw the blood away from the 
stomach. 


It is absolutely impossible for a child 


or a grown person to digest properly 
or to set strength and vitality from 
what he eats unless for at least a half 
hour after eating the stomach be al- 
lowed to monopolize the blood supply. 


Children should be kept quiet in 


tome way. especially very young chil- 
dren, after they have eaten. 
In the 


case of very youim babies nature at- 
tends to this mercifully by making 
them go to sleep as soon as they have 
absorbed their milk. 
Older children 


ought not to uo [o sleep directly after 
fating for physiological reasons which 
may be exi laiued at some other time; 
but they ought to be quiet and calm. 
Tens of thousands of children in homes 
where this newspaper is read are ruin- 
ed in health by studying right after 
meals. 
The 
public 
school 
system 


which gives children too short a rest- 
ing period in the middle of the day is 
lesponsibk- partly for this, and the 
tunic studies at night arc also respon- 
sible. 


Every word that is said here applies 


to grownup people, of whom not one 
in a hundred has ever been taught to 
apply to himself such common sense 
care as is bestowed ou a second class 
horse.—New York Journal.

ONE HORSEPOWER. 


(low TlitH Unit of Mcchnnlcnl Force 


Cniim to Re Adupted. 


.When men first begin to become fa- 


miliar with the methods of measuring 
mechanical power, they often speculate 
on where the breed of horses is to be 
found that can keep at work raising 
33,000 pounds one foot per minute, or 
the equivalent, which is more familiar 
to some mechanics, of raising 330 
pounds 100 feet per minute. Since 33.- 
000 pounds raised one foot per minute 
is called one horsepower it is natural 
that people should think the engineers 
who established that unit of measure- 
ment based it on what horses could 
really do. But the horse that can do 
this work does not exist. 


The horsepower unit was established 


by James Watt about a century ago, 
and the figures were fixed in a curious 
way. 
Watt found that the average 


horse of his district could raise 22,000 
pounds one foot per minute. At that 
time Watt was employed in the manu- 
facture of engines, and customers were 
so hard to Bud that all kinds of arti- 
ficial inducements were necessary to 
induce power users to buy steam en- 
gines. 
As a method of encouraging 


them Watt offered to soil engines reck- 
oning 33,000 foot pounds to a horsepow- 
er. And thus he was the means of giv- 
ing a false unit to one of the most im- 
portant measurements in the world. 


Soother on Coleridge. 


In 1SOG, Sotithey writes, says Harold 


S. Scott in The Atlantic, "Coleridge is 
at last arrived" (from Malta and Italy) 
"little improved in health of body and 
not at all so in health of mind. He is 
grown very fat—which he attributes 
to disease, and his wife believes it;

drinking, morning, noon aud midnight; 
hardly ever without rum and water 
beside him. sugared to the utmost—and 
if he is not talking he must be eating.

If he does not sleep at night, 
up he gets for cold meat and spirits 
and water. 
If all this docs not kill a 


man, it must needs fatten him.

"RYE- BREAD AND COFFEE. 


VMm I* tli* Staple Food of Worldnv* 


men In German?1. 


The worklngman In Germany must 


have coffee, and plenty of it, and a lit- 
tle meat. 
Butter Is practically un- 


known to him, lard being insed In Its 
stead. He rarely uses milk, eggs or 
white flour, and he never thinks of 
buying any of the better cuts of meat 
Canned goods, familiar to every Amer- 
ican worker, are absolutely unknown 
to him. 


His staple food la rye bread, which 


he buys in enormous loaves. His wife 
or his little girl goes to market for this 
bread and brings it home clasped In 
her arms unwrapped. 
I have seen a 


little tot of a towheaded girl stagger- 
ing homeward with a loaf almost as 
big as she was, and as she walked she 
gnawed lustily at the flinty end of the 
loaf. Indeed I have heard it said that 
the eating of this hard crusted bread 
gives the German workman teeth of 
unequaled excellence. 


And this bread is good, thoroughly 


good. 
The government, which super- 


vises everything and everybody, guards 
the rye bread of the people with jeal- 
ous care. 
The bakers are watched, 


compelled to give full weight and make 
good bread. I have eaten it in a num- 
ber of different towns, and it was al- 
ways sweet to the taste and whole- 
some. This bread is fairly cheap, cost- 
ing usually from 35 to 50 pfennigs (9 
to 12 cents) a loaf, though it, too, has 
risen in price with increased demand. 


Upon this great loaf the German em- 


pire may be said to rest. All Germany 
has grown up on it. In one form it Is 
the basic ration of the German army, 
and many a peasant can live very well 
for a considerable time though he has 
nothing else to eat—Outlook. 


CANDLES. 


Their Mellow Light Is Fast Becom- 


ing lint u Memory. 


So markedly is the candle going out 


of use that the dictionary of a few 
years hence will probably have to sup- 
plement its definition with an illustra- 
tion. In the glow of electric iight, gas 
and paraffin we are much disposed to 
pity our immediate forefathers who 
had to put up with caudles. 


Yet we retain a strange respect for 


the candle in certain directions. When 
we wish to pay the highest reverence, 
we fall back upon it. The death cham- 
ber is lighted with caudles. 
So is the 


church altar. We cannot but be forced 
also to the conclusion that higher ideas 
have been brought out and belter mat- 
ter written by candlelight than have 
been or probably ever will be by that 
of gas or electricity.

written bciwcou ihe snuiiings of a can- 
dle. In particular can one imagine the 
decisive snuffing and the contemptuous 
tossing away of the scrap of burned 
wick at the close of the passage hypo- 
thettcally disposing of "Caesar's impe- 
rial day."—London Globe.
